U. S. More in Need of Higher Standard 
of Integrity in Executive Branch 
of Government, Says Lemke.

Just now Members of Congress are being 
bombarded with letters; petitions and telegrams 


for and against the draft and universal military” 


training. The 
armament race 
is on. On the 
distant horizon 
war clouds are 
gathering. In 
the midst of 
this confusion, 
one hears the 
firm warning of 
General Mac- 
Arthur that 
World. War III 
is not inevita- 
ble. We may 
add that World 
War II was not 
inevitable. 
World War II é 
would never have taken place but for ten men 
having been born. These were not all foreigners. 
Wars are always promoted and started by rulers, 
or little cliques, and the public is their innocent 
victim. 





What the country needs most in this crisis is 
a higher standard of integrity in the Executive 
Branches of our Government. These would give 
away America’s shirt and then bungle us into 
World War III. I have reference to the false 
propaganda that is let loose on an unsuspecting 
public whenever these Departments wish to rail- 
road legislation through Congress. 


The method used is to frighten the public with 
false rumors. These Executive Departments are 
now #ttempting to frighten the people in order 
to pass legislation to continue obsolete methods 
and useless instrumentalities ‘of war. The 
average citizen knows that large standing armies 
are no longer national security, but, if carried 
to the extreme, may bring about national disaster. 

The average citizen knows that a large navy, 
except to keep the sea lanes open, is obsolete and 
may, in the ead, wreck the Nation financially. 
The average citizen has intelligence enough to 
know that the next war will be carried on and 
won or lost in the air. It will come from the 
skies in the form of explosives, such as atomic 
bombs and disease germs. He knows that it will 
aviators, technicians, 
biologists and scientists, and these can best be 
trained in our schools and colleges. 

The next war will require an efficient, well 
trained army, not of teem-age draftees, but of 
men who wish to make the army their life work. 
We krow that such an army can be gotten by 
volunteers if some of the foolish and stringent 
requirements are removed. What the army and 
navy need are more humane and intelligent rules 
and regulations. Enlisted men feel that they are 
entitled to respect. They do not care to be treat- 
ed as “‘nobodies” or kicked about by officers, who 
have lost all sense of decency and justice. There 
isn’t as much need of conscription, as reform of 
some of the army and navy personnel and officers. 

However, the propaganda and false alarms 
may, unless the people wake up in time, put 
over the draft, which will mean the further 
wrecking and weakening of our Nation indus- 
trially and financially. It will rob the Nation of 
manpower, and the morals of teen-agers so sadly 
needed just now.

In recent telegams to Senator Vandenberg and 


_ Coagressman Eaton, Chairman of the Senate and 


Heuse Foreign Affairs Committees, Merwin K. 
Hart, President of the National Economic Coun- 
cil, protested against the proposed use of United 
States troops or Marines to guard private prop- 
erty in Palestine, as follows: 


“Mr. Austin is reported as having pledged the 
United States to undertake a share of providing 
armed forces to carry out UN trusteeship in Pal- 
estine.” 


“We protest emphatically sending any Ameri- 
cea Forces on a mission where Zionist interests 
aleme are concerned. No American interest what- 
seever is involved. We have already gone too far 
in permittiag ourselves to be pushed into risking 
War in the interest of this special group. 


“The Press reports from Washington that 


. present opinion in the executive department is 


that Marines can be used, without Congresional 
approval, by Executive order to “Protect Ameri- 
cam property and lives.” Property in question is 
doubtless that of the Palestine economic corpora- 
tiea, Jewish National Fund, Jewish Palestine 
Fuad and similar groups. 


“We do not believe American people will con- 
sider this tg be bona fide American property. 
Nor should persons who hold their American 
cituzenship so cheap that they have in fact volun- 
tacfly abandoned it to fight for another allegiance 
and set up a foreign state, expect or deserve to 
receive the protection of American troops. The 
American people will not stand for possible in- 
velvement in War to give such protection. 


“We earnestly urge you to use your influence 
te prevent this subterfuge. It is not worth the 
late of one American boy.

habitual dishonesty in concealing its true aims.” 


In Council Letter 155, November 15, 1946, we 


said: 

“The full responsibility of what is done with 
this American victory lies with the Republican 
Party in Congress. They can muff it. They can 
meet it with half measures. Or they can use it 
to restore America to her accustomed greatness 
and usefulness, both to her people and to the 
World.” 

You have assented to some things you should 
have stood against. You have failed to undo 
some of the worst acts of the New Deal, and 
there is a chance you may yourselves go aboard 
totally new socialistic projects—some of which 
(like FEPC) even the New Deal Congress re- 
fused to pass. 


The Credit Side 


You have carried out some of the changes the 
people elected you to make. You enacted the 
Taft-Hartley law and a bill for income tax reduc- 
tion—both compromise measures. You have be- 
come aware our armed forces must be greatly 
increased—in view of Russia’s aggressions. Some 
of ‘your investigating committees—notably the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities— 
have rendered great service to the people. 


You have so far opposed peacetime controls 


which might never be repealed if once enacted, 


and which would definitely advance State Social- 
ism. You have not yet yielded to efforts further 
to socialize our economy and life—notably in 
vast proposed extensiens of so-called “social 
security.” 


But your positive enactments do not go far 
enough in reversing the fourteen-year subversion 
of the New Deal. We understand many of your 
difficulties. Many of you never sat in Congress 
before, and lacked experience. The now domi- 
nant party had been out of control for many 
years. You have had to consider the veto power 
of a President already in office whem your man- 
date was given you. And while you might have 
passed the better House version, rather than the 
Senate version, of the Taft-Hartley bill over the 
President’s veto, that Act was a tremendous step 
forward in redressing the iniquitous lack of bal- 
ance between the rights of labor union leaders 
on the one hand, and on the other the rights of 
the individual worker and of employers—and the 
rights of the public as a whole. The tax bill 
likewise was a step, but only a step, toward 
fundamental tax reform which still waits. 


The Debit Side 


But after recognizing these difficulties the 
record is the record, and in your accounting to 
the American people you will have to stand or 
fall upon it. 


Too often you have listened to radio and plat- 
form and press—when you should have remem- 
bered your mandate and thought for yourselves. 
Perhaps you have kept one eye on Gallup polls. 
Too often you have let a discredited Administra- 
tion take the initiative. You have not escaped 
the leading strings which New Deal Socialists 
managed to attach to your necks. 


You have done little to alter the so-called 
“Bi-partisan Foreign Policy”—forgetting that the 
authors of that plan were the authors also of 
Teheran, of Yalta and Potsdam. It is not an 
American policy, but the very flowering of the 
New Beal mentality you were elected to reject. 
Its framers are the seme coterie whose past mis- 
takes are monumental, and in whoge record there 
is nothing to indicate that an unbroken series of 
costly, futile imbecilities has transformed them 
into wise and trustworthy statesmen. 


The so-called “European Recovery Program,” 
which recently you approved, is the largest geld- 
it Bor ever sold. It is the handiwork of Seciaksts

can private enterprise, except as it can be milked, 
But New Deal pressure, and the pressure from 
some very vocal folks back home who have been 
propagandized into imagining that ERP is some- 
thing different from what discerning persons 
know is really is, caused you to vote for it. 
While you have continued to foot the bills for 
world-wide New Deal puttering through UN and 
the internation! alphabetical agencies, Soviet 
Russia has nearly everywhere been gaining and 
consolidating her gains. In practically the whole 
field of foreign policy you have failed to take any 
initiative. When our people become aware of 


' the implications for themselves of the “Bi-par- 


tisan Foreign Policy” through ERP, through UN 
and its blueprints for a world-wide new New 
Deal, they will also become aware of something 
else. They will see that the vast treasure they 
have poured into Europe and Asia has not 
“stopped Communism,” and that it was childish 
to imagine it ever would. Assuming that war 
can be avoided, they will see that European 
Socialism henceforth expects to continue in- 
definitely on an American dole. And when the 
fact of our inability to continue Europe on a dole 
penetrates the Socialist politicians there, the 
American people will see how quickly friends 
can- turn cool. We shall be “Uncle Shylock” 
again, and the Socialist regimes we have sub- 
sidized will point to our'niggardliness as proof 
that Capitalism is decadent and selfish; that the 
true future of humanity lies in embracing the 
economic “democracy” of Socialism. 

Your record, Gentlemen, is not: good with 
respect to two other matters, one not yet enacted, 
and another in which you are being given another 
chance. The first’ is federal aid to education, 
which has passed the Senate but not the Heuse. 
Repeatedly we have pointed out that federal aid 
to education means ultimate federal comtrol of 
education, and that it is part of the New Dead 
Master Pattern to destroy the balance of our 
federal constitutional system. Because “educe- 
tion” is something that almost everyone favors, 
the long-term subversiveness of this bill has 
not entered the consciousness: of the mass of the 
American people. But you, Gentlemen, who are 
in a position to understand the forces behind # 
and its ultimate effects, are in a place of high 
responsibility in which it is your duty to protect 
the country’s vital interests. 

The matter upon which you are being given 
another chance is in the case of the Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission. Nomimations of Chairman 
David Lilienthal and the other commissioners for 
full terms have been sent by the President to 
the Senate. As a matter of decency toward the 
incoming President, these appointmerts should 
not be confirmed at this session. The new Presi- 
dent should have a free hand to appoint mea 
whose past acts and associations will leave ne 
doubt they are devoted to American institutions. 
Your Acts of Non-feasance 

The socialistic New Deal, fourteen years in 


building, is no mere shanty, but a huge annex te . 


to our constitutional structure. It is garrisoned 
by a horde of bureaucrats, well armed and re- 
solved to protect the annex, and their tenure, 
to the very end. In November, 1946, the Ameri- 
can people, who own both buildings, decided 
they did not like the annex and appointed yeu 
to demolish it. What have you done? 

Save for re-modeling the Wagner corner with 
the Taft-Hartley law and throwing rocks throug 
a few windows, you have done little to clear it 
away. Some of you, rumor whispers, bave beom 
heard to opine that perhaps it would be better 
to let the annex stand—but to staff it with Re- 
publicans. 

It is this “Do-Nothingiem,” that is the cléeé 
blot upon the record of the Eightieth Conggese. 
You simply have neither made nor attempted to 
organize an expedition to root out the embattted 
New Deal bureaucrats and their stronghoM, 
which is precisely what you were elected to de. 
The list of good things you have done, and even 
the hist of the mistakes you have made, are short 
indeed when compared with the list of the isewes 
you have have not raised, the decisions yeu have 


not faced. Here are few of them: 


1. You have made no realistic attempt.to re- 
peal the great mass of New Deal socialist-tinged 
legislation. 


2. You have made no realistic effort dras- 
tically to cut from the federal structure and pay- 
roll those bureaus, agencies and commissions 
created during the New Deal tenure which have 
no place in the American constitutional system 
as conceived by the founding fathers. You have 
tinkered some with the budget, but you have 
maade no statesmanlike, full-scale effort to reduce 
the federal structure to proper amd reasonable 
proportions, though it has lain in your power to 
do so by withholding appropriations. 

3. You have made no realistic, genuinely 
American approach to the problem of inflation 
and restoring the value of the dollar, though you 
know that our present inflation began with 
government and continues by and with govern- 
ment. Instead you have rubber-stamped Admin- 
istration proposals that mean more inflation and 
have made no protest worthy of the occasion 
when New Deal politicians responsible for in- 
flation tried to unload the blame for their own 
acts upom the American businessman who is 
suffering from it and will suffer more. 

4. You have not taken effective steps to re- 
meve from key positions in government Com- 
munists and fellow-travelers. This is particularly 
true of he Departments of State, Justice and 
Defense. 

5. You have not taken measures which have 
been in your power to take, to maintain the in- 
ternal security of the United States in the event 
of war with the Soviet Union. It is in your 
power, for example, to deprive the international 
conspiracy known as Communism of the advan- 
tages it derives from the purely fictitious pre- 
temse that it is “just amother political party.” 
By denying to this conspiracy a status to which 
has no right you will destroy the liberty of no 
loyel American. Nor will you “drive it under- 
ground.” It is underground already. 

6. You have made insufficient investigation 
ito governmental, particularly wartime, corrup- 
tion. The impression is widespread that there 
are t ose still in government, or high ia their 
m@uence on government, in whose imterest such 
mvestigations are being blocked. 

The American people are now being condition- 
ed to accept a rearmament program—just as we 
were seven and eight years ago. But where are 
the vast accumulations of arms and munitions, 
and goods of every sort, on hand when war end- 
ed three years ago? We suspect quantities of 
these found their way into the hands of Soviet 
Russia. We are reliably informed that huge 
amounts—on orders from somebody—wese de- 
liberately destroyed. What have you done to 
investigate this? 

7. You have failed to exercise the influence 
which the Congress ought to exercise, partic- 
ularly in these critical days, over certain foreign 
pelicies of the Executive Department. Conduct 
ef foreign policy as such is of course the comcern 
of the Executive, but the Constitution give each 
House a part in it: the Senate in the giving of 
advice and counsel, and the House of Represen- 
tatives in the power of the purse. Ours is a 
system of checks and balances. 

The Congress ought to have protected vital 
American interests agaimst the criminal Morgen- 
thau policy in Germany, except for which Burope 
might now be enjoying economic presperity; 
against the commaunist-inspired hostility to 
Spain; against the espousal of Zionist interests in 
Palestine which, while now partly reversed, has 
done America incalculable harm. Im this con- 
nection, and immediately, Congress should by 
con current resolution make clear that the Presi- 
dent camnot as a matter of prerogative, and 
should mot as a matter of policy, send Amoriean 
forces to Palestine or anywhere else for any pur- 
pose without prior consent of Comgress. Such 
sending of troops is more than likely to embroil 
us im war.
